Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
2. 

In claim 1 , it is not understood how the resin layer directly contact the reinforcing layer. 
Is the thermoplastic resin the same as the contacting resin of line 5 . 
In claim 1 it is not understood what constitutes low flow state and high flow state. 
Applicants are requested to provide clarification. 

In claim 1 , line 1 8, it is not clear if the fibrous body forms a physical barrier when the 
thermosetting agent is in a high flow state. See claim 21 for similar problems as 
articulated above. 

Applicants are requested to present better claim language to better distinguish the 
instant claims from the teachings of the cited references.
